Yankee ingenuity and commercial 
vigor are doing wonderful tilings in the 
Holy Land, according to a special dis­ 
patch from Washington to the New 
York Post. 
Until a few years ago it 
was said that if one of the prophets 
had returned to the scenes of bis earth­ 
ly activities he would have had little 
difficulty in recognizing them except 
for Hie change In the character of the 
population. 
The hills and valleys of 
old Judcea had otherwise taken little 
note of the flight of the centuries. 
But 
our consuls write to the department of 
state that times are changing even in 
Palestine and Syria. The railway from 
Joppa to Jerusalem, at first an experi­ 
ment, has been put upon a paying ba­ 
sis, and other lines which will connect 
it with points of Interest up and down 
the valley of the Jordan have been pro­ 
jected or are actually in course of 
building. 
In Jerusalem there are now 
electric 
lights, 
telephones, 
phono­ 
graphs, 
sanitary 
plumbing, 
modern 
stores, houses built with “all modern 
improvements” and, in short, most of 
the comforts of civilized life. 
Trolley 
lines are talked of to connect Jerusa­ 
lem with Bethany, Bethlehem, tile lake 
of Galilee, Samaria, Jericho, Nazareth 
and other places made familiar through 
Bible history. 
With the introduction 
of these insignia of modern activity the 
Palestine of the past will vanish. 
It is related that an American travel­ 
ing salesman recently went to Jerusa­ 
lem and Beirut and in one day sold 
merchandise of an up to date type to 
the amount of 93,800. 
Commission 
houses for the handling of American 
goods have been opened 
in 
nearly 
every city and town of importance in 
Palestine and Syria, and in many in­ 
stances they are conducted by wide 
awake American business men. 
In 
a single month this year one of the 
bouses imported American leather to 
the value of $700. 
Another has estab 
lisbed a market for American flour 
and predicts that in a few years the 
people of the Holy Land will be good 
consumers of this staple. Cheap Amer­ 
ican watches are in demand and have 
been sold to scores of the natives, who 
regard them with increasing favor. 
More than 200 phonographs were re­ 
cently sent there, one-half going to 
Damascus and the rest to Jerusalem 
and nearby places. 
The best 
cub 
tonners for talking machines, It is said, 
are the Moslems of Beirut, Jerusalem 
and Damascus, who buy them for their 
harems. 
One commission bouse at 
Beirut baa bought, according to G. Bie 
Ravndal, the American consul, a $350 
windmill from an Illinois firm and will 
erect it on the Bakaa plain. This firm 
la confident that there is to be an im 
portant market for windmills in Pales­ 
tine aud Syria and for irrigation ma­ 
chinery of all aorta.

The municipality of 
Beirut has added a $3,300 steam street 
roller to its public equipment, and this 
is the only steam roller now In Turkey 
In Asia, although the way Is opening 
for others. 
It would be a long story to tell of all 
the articles of American make which 
are now selling in the land of promise, 
but the latest, according to consular

in Syria last year, all coming from the 
United States. 
Thus Is ancient Syria giving place to 
modern Syria, and the work is going 
forward with a will. 
Important com­ 
mercial concessions have been secured 
from the sultan, who appears to be fa­ 
vorably disposed to the modernizing of 
this part of his dominions ami is watch­ 
ing the experiment with Interest. 
The 
Turkish authorities have themselves 
been buyers of American wares. With­ 
in the last year they have arranged for 
the sinking of a large number of wells 
along the historic pilgrimage route to 
Mecca aud are providing them with 
windmills. 
In this way It Is believed 
that the hardships of the annual pil­ 
grimage can be lessened and the pil­ 
grims kept in reasonably good health.

Yankee Ingenuity and commercia 
vigor are doing wonderful things in the 
Holy Land, according to a special dis 
patch from Washington to the New 
York Post. 
Until a few years ago it 
was said that if one of the prophets 
had returned to the scenes of his earth 
ly activities he would have had little 
difficulty in recognizing them except 
for the change In the character of the 
population. 
The hills and valleys of 
old Judsca had otherwise taken little 
note of the flight of the centuries. But 
our consuls write to the department of 
state that times are changing even in 
Palestine and Syria. The railway from 
Joppa to Jerusalem, at first an expert 
meat, has been put upon a paying ba 
sis, and other lines which will cornice 
It with points of Interest up and down 
the valley of the Jordan have been pro 
jected or are actually In course of 
building. 
In Jerusalem there are now 
electric 
lights, 
telephones, 
phono 
graphs, 
sanitary 
plumbing, 
modern 
stores, houses built with “all modern 
improvements" and, In short, most of 
the comforts of civilized life. 
Trolley 
lines are talked of to connect Jerusa­ 
lem with Bethany, Bethlehem, the lake 
of Galilee, Samaria, Jericho, Nazareth 
and other places made familiar through 
Bible history. 
With the introduction 
of these insignia of modern activity the 
Palestine of the past will vanish. 
It is related that an American travel 
ing salesman recently went to Jerusa­ 
lem and Beirut and in one day sold 
merchandise of an up to date type to 
the amount of 93,800. 
Commission 
houses for the handling of American 
goods have been opened 
In 
nearly 
every city and town of Importance in 
Palestine and Syria, and In many in 
stances they are conducted by wide 
awake American bnsiness men. 
In 
a single month this year one of the 
houses imported American leather to 
the value of $700. Another has estab 
lished a market for American flour 
and predicts that in a few years the 
people of the Holy Land will be good 
consumers of this staple. Cheap Amer­ 
ican watches are in demand and have 
been sold to scores of the natives, who 
regard them with increasing favor. 
More than 200 phonographs were re­ 
cently sent there, one-half going to 
Damascus and the rest to Jerusalem 
and nearby places. 
The best cus­ 
tomers for talking machines, It is said, 
are the Moslems of Beirut, Jerusalem 
and Damascus, who buy them for their 
harems. 
One commission bouse at 
Beirut has bought, according to G. Bie 
Ravndal, the American consul, a $350 
windmill from an Illinois firm and will 
erect it on the Bakaa plain. This firm 
is confident that there Is to be an im­ 
portant market for windmills in Pales­ 
tine aud Syria and for irrigation ma­ 
chinery of ail sorts. 
Rich foreigners 
are figuring to secure control of some 
of the once fertile valleys of the coun­ 
try, and should they succeed there will 
be an attempt to make them again 
a “land flowing with milk and honey." 
Speaking once more of windmills, a 
17 horsepower machine has been in­ 
stalled in the Interior west of the Jor­ 
dan, for flour grinding purposes, and 
another large one, bought in Chicago. 
is just going up at Yafa. Even Ameri­ 
can beer has found its way Into the 
country. One firm has sold to date 511) 
cases of 48 bottles each, and another 
has recently received 150 cases direct 
from Milwaukee. 
The municipality of 
Beirut has added a $3,300 steam street 
roller to its public equipment, and this 
is the only steam roller now In Turkey 
In Asia, although the way is opening 
for others. 
It would be a long story to tell of all 
the articles of American make which 
are now selling in the land of promise, 
but the latest, according to consular 
advices, are cotton fabrics, rope, shoes, 
clocks, paper, carriage leather, bicycles, 
coal, wire nails, paints, hardware, elec­ 
trical novelties of all sorts, iron bars, 
steel beams, well drilling machinery, 
garden tools, a fine line of agricultural 
machinery, canned meat, cornmeal, oat­ 
meal. mechanics’ tools, etc. Wire nails 
to the value of almost $5,000 were sold 
In Syria last year, all coming from the 
United States. 
Thus Is ancient Syria giving place to 
modern Syria, and the work Is going 
forward with a will. 
Important com­ 
mercial concessions have been secured 
from the sultan, who appears to be fa­ 
vorably disposed to the modernizing of 
this part of his dominions and is watch­ 
ing the experiment with interest The 
Turkish authorities have themselves 
been buyers of American wares. With 
in the last year they have arranged for 
the sinking of a large number of wells 
along the historic pilgrimage route to 
Mecca and are providing them with 
windmills. 
In this way it is believed 
that the hardships of the annual pil­ 
grimage can be lessened and the pil­ 
grims kept in reasonably good health. 
The sickness of former years, It is as­ 
serted. has been almost entirely due to 
the impure water along the route.

The announcements that a number 
of propositions from representatives 
of industrial establishments seeking 
a location for new plants are to be 
submitted to the board of trade tonight 
should have the effect of making the 
meeting big and business-like. As the 
News Review has pointed out repeat­ 
edly, the city has no greater need than 
that an earnest, active and energetic 
board of trade be 
established 
and

ularity in that particular “burgh” goes 
a Ion? w ay toward making the success 
o f the company. 
If the syndicate is ever to be destroy­ 
ed, it m ust be through the effect upon 
its business of these selfsam e local 
stock com panies. The efforts, too. of 
independent people of ability like Mr.

plumbing, 
modern 
stores, houses built with “all modern 
im provem ents’’ and, In short, most of 
the com forts of civilized life. 
Trolley 
lines are talked of to connect J cr usa 
lorn with Bethany, Bethlehem, the lake 
of Galilee, Samaria, Jericho, Nazareth 
nnd other places made fam iliar through 
Bible history. 
With the Introduction 
of these insignia of modern activity the 
Palestine o f the past w ill vanish. 
It Is related that an American travel­ 
ing salesm an recently went to Jerusa 
lern and Beirut and in one day sold 
m erchandise of an up to date type to 
the am ount of $3,800. 
Commission 
houses for the handling of American 
goods have been opened 
in 
nearly 
every city and town of Importance in 
P alestine and Syria, and in mauy In­ 
stances they are conducted by wide 
aw ake American business men. 
In 
a single month this year one of the 
houses imported American leather to 
the value of $700. 
Another has estab 
Iishcd a m arket for American flour 
and predicts that in a few years the 
people of the Holy Land will be good 
consumers of this staple. Cheap Amer­ 
ican w atches are in demand ami have 
been sold to scores of the natives, who 
regard them w ith increasing favor. 
More than 200 phonographs were re­ 
cently sent there, one-half going to 
Dam ascus and the rest to Jerusalem 
and 
nearby 
places. 
The 
best cus­ 
tomers for talking machines, it is said, 
are the M oslems of Beirut, Jerusalem 
and D am ascus, who buy them for their 
harems. 
One commission 
house at 
Beirut has bought, according to G. Ble 
Ravndal, the American consul, a $350 
windm ill from an Illinois Arm and will 
erect it on the Bakaa plain. 
T his Arm 
Is confident that there Is to be an im­ 
portant m arket for windm ills in Pales­ 
tine aud Syria and for Irrigation ma­ 
chinery of all sorts. 
Rich foreigners 
are figuring to secure coutrol of some 
of the once fertile valleys of the coun­ 
try, and should they succeed there will 
be an attem pt to make them again 
a “laud flowing with milk and honey.” 
Speaking once more of windm ills, a 
17 horsepower machine has been In­ 
stalled In the Interior west of the Jor­ 
dan, for flour grinding purposes, and 
another large one, bought In Chicago, 
Is Just going up at Yafa. 
Even Ameri­ 
can beer has found Its way Into the 
country. One Arm has sold to date CIU 
cases of 48 bottles each, and another 
has recently received 150 cases direct 
from M ilwaukee. 
The municipality of 
Beirut has added a $3,300 steam street 
roller to its public equipment, and this 
is the only steam roller now' In Turkey 
In Asia, although the way is opening 
for others. 
It would be a long story to tell of nil 
the articles o f American make which 
are now selling in the land of promise, 
hut the latest, according to consular 
advice*, are cotton fabrics, rope, shoes, 
clocks, paper, carriage leather, bicycles, 
coal. wire nails, paiuts, hardware, elec­ 
trical novelties of all sorts, iron bars, 
steel beams, well drilling machinery, 
garden tools, a tine line of agricultural 
machinery, cairned meat, cornmeal, oat­ 
meal, mechanics' tools. etc.

to tile value of almost $3,000 were sold 
In Syria last year, all com iug from the 
United States. 
Thus is ancient Syria giving place to

mercial concessions have been secured 
from Hie sultan, who appears to be fa­ 
vorably disposed to the m odernising of 
tills part of his dominions and Is watch­ 
ing tile experim ent with Interest.

The announcem ents th a t a numb* 
of propositions 
from representative 
of industrial 
establishm ents seeking 
a location for new plants a re to bt 
subm itted to the board of trad e tonight 
should have the effect of m aking th* 
m eeting big and business-like. As th* 
N ew s Review has pointed out repeat 
edly, th e city has no g reater need than 
th a t an earnest, active and energetic 
board of trad e be 
established 
and 
m taintaincd, for ju s t such occasions 
as the present. 
T h ere is already a board of trad e 
which is well adapted to serve as 
nucleus for th e g reater organization 
which we hope to see launched upon 
a career of usefulness. But we cannot 
have a board of trade that can aceom 
plish anything for the good of 
tin 
city if citizens show suprem e Indif 
ference 
toward it and remain aw ay 
from its meetings, careless 
w hether 
new industries 
which are knocking 
at our doors are rejected or turned 
away. 
T he board of trade m ust have th* 
co-operation, assistance and support of 
the public. 
Well-known business men 
a re Interested in it. and men of ex 
cedent 
ability 
are 
its officers. 
It 
needs only the approval and eneour 
agem ent of business men generally to 
m ake It an institution of the highest 
value to the city. 
O ther towns are 
all th e tim e looking out for new m an­ 
ufacturing establishm ents and encour­ 
aging them to locate with them. Even 
one manufactory, employing

few 
hundred persons regularly, will 
add 
m aterially to the prosperity of

MONEY IN APPLES. 
A fact that will be surprising to 
m any is 
th at the apple crop of the 
United States is worth nearly 50 per 
cent m ore than the wheat crop. The 
value of the apple crop in IOO# was 
$430,000,000, while that of the wheat 
crop was little m ore than $300,000,000. 
T he country about Bast Liverpool is 
especially adapted to orchards, 
and 
from the days when ‘Johnny Apple- 
seed” scattered seed along the Ohio 
valley, perpetuating his nam e and the 
m em ory of his good deeds, up to the 
p resent time, apples have been pro­ 
duced in increasing abundance 
each 
year. 
T he outlook for orchardists is im ­ 
proving all the 
time. American ap ­ 
ples as an article of export are rec­ 
ognized as 
of 
superior excellence. 
They bring $3 to $4 per barrel abroad, 
and the dem and for them Is increas­ 
ing. 
The present export is about 3,- 
000.000 barrels a year, but. as is point­ 
ed o ut by an authority on the subject, 
there ig no 
reuaon why the 
export 
of the 
fruit should not be 100,000,000 
barrels annually In the course of a 
very few years. 
T here is m osey In 
o rcharding, hut the business is one 
th a t requires 
brains 
and 
attention. 
F ru it 
trees, 
after 
they 
are 
planted, need to be cared for, just like 
o th e r things 
th at grow on the farm. 
T he trees 
may produce apples, 
if 
left to them selves, but they will not 
produce the best, unless they are nur 


lured and fed and cultivated. 
Thou­ 
sands of acres of land are lying un- 
< ultlvated which, if plant- d to apple 
trees, would in a few years repay the 
♦ x p e n s o of fencing 
and 
cultivation 
m any tim<*s over. 


T H E MILK QUESTION. 
T he report th at ad u lterated milk is j 
being sold in the city is one that the 
health au thorities should investigate 
thoroughly, 
lf they find th a t the peo­ 
ple who are paying a good round price 
for w hat is supposed to be pure milk 
are being supplied 
with chalk and 
w ater or milk containing chem icals or 
o th e r deleterious m atter, th ere is am ­ 
ple 
law to punish the offenders, and 
the 
m ore 
vigorously th e 
law is e n ­ 
forced th e m ore satisfactory it will be 
to the public. 
It is stated th a t the 
local health 
board is not in a position to m ake j 
proper te sts of milk, owing to not be­ 
ing supplied with the 
necessary in­ 
strum ents, 
If this be th e case, coun­ 
cil should tak e an early opportunity 
of seeing that th e board gets what it 
needs. 
It is absurd to 
expect 
the 
health 
officer to m ake 
tests and to 
look afte r the 
public health 
as 
he 
should w ithout tools to wfork 
with. 
Milk cannot be tested by looking at 
it. 
The in stru m en ts needed are few- 
in num ber and of small cost. and they 
should be furnished at once. 
Every 
dairym an who does a fair and honest
